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153 not at all wonder either at the Sur- 


priſe, or the Concern you expreſs for 

What has lately happen'd in our Phy- 
ſical World. My Concern is as great as 
your's, nor is my Surpriſe much leſs. For, 
tho' by my Situation I ſee a little more into 
the Cauſes of it, than you, who are now 
remov'd to ſo great a Diſtance from us, yet 
it was not eaſy to imagine, that Gentlemen 
of Education and Learning could, by little 
Bickerings and Jealouſies, have been tranſ- 
ported ſo far beyond the Bounds of Juſtice, 
Decency and good Manners, as we have 
lately ſeen. Does it not look, as if that 
malignant Star, which has for ſo many 
Years hung over the State, and has ſuffer'd 
none to riſe to any ſignal Height, tho' with 


the 
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the moſt unſpotted- Reputation, without 
endeavouring to makeckim as black as Hell, 
were now beginning to ſhed its baleful In- 
fluence upon Phyſic and Phyſicians ? 

Tf fo, let you and I be content with our 
humble Station ; humble, but quiet and un- 
envied. Is not that better, than if we 
could arrive at the Top of our Profeſſion, 
tho' by the faireſt and moſt honourable 
Steps, and ſhould continue at that Height 
for many Years, but yet were to be told at 
laſt in Print, that we held that Station 
without Dignity; were Doctors without 
Learning; Phyfictans without Knowledge; 
and Men without Humanity ? 


Quid hoc veneni ſcvit in Pracordiis! 


Can ſo much Bitterneſs come from one 
who talks of Humanity? Can a Man with 
any Spark of Honour in his Breaſt, thus 
ſtab another in the Dark? Can a Wri- 
ter, who has the leaſt Regard to Truth, 
ſpeak in this manner of Sir E. H.? You and 
I have known this Gentleman long ; he is 
known to the Faculty ; he is known to the 
World. Animam non candidiorem Terra 
tulit. And can fo hideous a Picture be 
thought at all to reſemble him ? 

You and I, with many others of the Pro- 
feſſion, have been Witneſſes to his Defe- 
rence and Reſpect for his Superiors, his 
Candour to his Equals, his Condeſcenſion, 

Genero- 
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Generoſity, and Readineſs to do the kindeſt 
Offices, uncourted and unaſked, to his In- 
feriors. And if, beſides all this, a Man, 
whoſe Penetration and Judgment 1s ſo ge- 
nerally acknowledged, and whoſe Reputa- 
tion, as well for Humanity and good Na- 
ture, as for Skill in his Profeſſion, is ſo 
firmly eſtabliſh'd; if he, I fay, has met with 
ſuch barbarous and brutiſh Uſage, who can 
be fecure from the like Treatment ? 

But to let alone what neither you nor I 
can remedy, ſo long as Ill- nature and En- 
vy prevails in the World, I proceed to ſa- 
tisfy your Curioſity about the Caſe of that 


Great Man, whoſe Loſs we both ſo much 
lament. 


In order to which, I have uſed all poſ- 
ſible Endeavours to come at the Truth, and 
have met with ſuch Means of Informa- 
tion, that you may abſolutely depend upon 
what I am going to tell you; but to ſhorten 
my Relation as much as poſſible, you muſt 
give me leave to refer you to Serjeant 
Ranby's Narrative, which in the main is 
exact enough, tho' ſomething deficient, at 
leaſt not ſo clear as it ought to be, in two 
or three Particulars. ; 

Theſe therefore I ſhall more largely in- 
form you about, and the rather, as by that 
Means you will be the better enabled to un- 
derſtand the Grounds of that Difference in 
Opinion, which has made ſo much Noiſe. 
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For I can't think, that a late Writer has 
taken the beſt Method to do this clearly, 
by jumbling together all the Symptoms 
Lord Orford labour'd under from the be- 
ginning to the end, and then annexing the 
Opinion of the Phyſicians who attended bim; 
bar their Opinions were all given long 
before many of thoſe Symptoms appeared. 
The fairer and more candid Way would 
have been, to ſet down thoſe Symptoms 
only, that were previous to their ſeveral 
Opinions, whereby the Grounds of thoſe 
Opinions might be more eaſily ſeen and un- 
derſtood, 

— The Diſcharge of Blood upon Motion, 
was generally attended with very little Pain; 
ſometimes with none at all, inſomuch that 
his Lordſhip had not the leaſt Thought or 
Expectation of it, till he ſaw the Water 
appear bloody upon the Ground, This 1s 
atteſted by the Phyſicians, Surgeon and 
Apothecary, and is known to many noble 
and honourable Perſons, beſides thoſe of his 
own Family, he having frequently declared, 
that what he felt, he could not call a Pain, 
but a Senſation only; ; that was the Term 
he uſed. 

Now, Sir, what might you, or I, or the 
beſt of us all be led to judge of a Cale, 
where large Quantities of Blood are voided 
with the Urine, with little or no Pain? 
Should not we think this Blood, as likely, 


at 
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at leaſt, to come from the Kidney, as from 
the Bladder? The Blood-veſſels of the 
Bladder, we know, are ſmall, in compariſon 
of thoſe of the Kidneys ; and therefore leſs 
likely to throw out large Quantities of Blood; 
and accordingly, ſuch Diſcharges from the 
Bladder are in fact much rarer, (I appeal to 
our phyſical Hiſtories) than from the Kid- 
neys ; and when they happen, are attended 
with much more Pain, than when the Blood 
comes from the Kidneys. I ſpeak now of 
Diſcharges of Blood only, upon Motion, as 
was the Caſe here, not of a Stone paſſin 

either from the Kidney, or from the Blad- 
der. And if to this we add, that here was 
no Teneſmus, and that there was great Rea- 
ſon to ſuſpect the Condition of the Kidneys, 
his Lordſhip's Mother having died of a Stone 
in her Kidney, and he himſelf having had 
formerly ſome Number of Nephritic Fits ; 
if, I fay, all this be confider'd candidly and 
impartially, ſhall we not think Sir E. H. 
had good Grounds for ſuſpecting, that the 
Blood came from the Kidney, rather than 
from the Bladder ? I ſay, ſuſpecting, for I 
cannot learn that he was ever poſitive in this 
Opinion, at leaſt, not till that extraordinary 
Diſcharge of the 4th of February, amount- 
ing by Eſtimation to at leaſt forty Ounces, 
occaſioned a more poſitive Declaration from 
him; and then, you muſt allow, he had ſtil! 


{tronger Reaſons for it, Thus much for Sir 
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I come next to Dr. Furin, who was ſent 
for about the Middle of December by my 
Lord, into whoſe Hands that Gentleman's 
own Caſe had been put a little before. 

He, upon Lotd O. 's relating the Caſe to 
him, in the Preſence of Sir E. H. Serjeant 
R. and his Apothecary Mr. Graham, and 
not being permitted to confer with Sir E. 
nor knowing any thing of his Sentiment, 
but being deſired to give his Thoughts, de- 

clared his Opinion to be, that my Lord had 
a Stone in his Bladder, 

He founded his Sentiment on the W 
Provocation to make Water, and the Senſa- 
tion in Glande Penis; both which, you 
know, are Symptoms of the Stone in the 
Bladder, and not in the Kidneys. Beſides 
this, he having been lately in the ſame Caſe 
himſelf, had voided great Quantities of 
Blood, which he was aſſur'd came from the 
| Bladder, and not from the Kidneys, and had 
never been troubled with a Teneſmus. All 
the Difference therefore between Lord Or- 
ford's Caſe and that of Dr. Turin, was, that 
the one was attended with great Pain, and 
the other with little or none, except on the 
laſt Day of the Journey to London, during 
which my Lord made bloody Water at leaſt 
twenty times, with ſome Pain ; but not 
with moſt exceſſive Pain, as Serjeant R. ex- 
preſſes himſelt. 


And 
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Andi if, as Serjeant R. thinks, and then 
acquainted Dr. Jurin, his Lordſhip. had a 
ſevere Nephritick Fit in May laſt, and a 
Stone, which then paſs'd from the Kidney in- 
to the Bladder, had never fince been 9 
there was all the Reaſon in the World to 
judge, that my Lord had a Stone, or Stones, 
in his Bladder; and that this was really the 
Caſe, has been ſince abundantly verified. 

But you aſk, How came that Gentleman 
to imagine, that the Kidneys might, perhaps, 
in ſome degree, be alſo affefFed ? Was this a 
Piece of Complaifance to Sir E. H. whom 
he was determined not flatly to contraditt, 
or had he any other Reaſon for expreſſing 
himſelf in this Manner ? 

As to this, I can venture to aſſure you, that 
when Dr, Turin firſt deliver'd his Opinion, 
he knew nothing of the Opinion of Sir E. H. 
not having then been permitted to conſult 
with him, as I obſerved before. But upon 
Lord O.'s telling him of his Mother's Caſe, 
of the Nephritick Fits he had had before, 
and of his Apprehenſions that he might at 
that Time have Stones in his Kidneys, and 
alſo upon confidering how little Pain had 
commonly attended the great Diſcharges of 
bloody Water, Dr. Furin was inclined to 
think, the Kidneys might in ſome degree 
be affected as well as the Bladder. 

However, upon Lord O.'s ſeeming to 
doubt, whether he had a Stone in his Blad- 
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der, or no, Dr. J. propoſed ſearching, in 
which Motion he was ſeconded by Sir E. H. 
which, by the bye, is a plain Proof, that 
that Gentleman was not poſitive 1 in the Opi- 
nion, that the Diſeaſe lay in the Kidneys, 

but ſuſpected the Bladder like wiſe. 
This they both urged as far as was pro- 
mw not with any View to my Lord's being 
t, (for that they both thought impracti- 
8 in reſpect of the Age and Make of 
the Patient,) but in order, if poſſible, to 
come at a Certainty, whether there were a 
Stone in the Bladder or no, before any Me- 

thod ſhould be taken for diſſolving one. 

This Reaſon for ſearching was given by 
them both; and Dr. Jurin added, that he 
did not propoſe it for his own Satisfaction, 
ſo much as for that of my Lord himſelf, 
who, when he was once aſſured, that he 
had a Stone in his Bladder, from which 
there could be no Hope of relieving him by 
cutting, would be the more diſpos'd to enter 


upon, and to perſiſt in, any Method, that 
might be likely to diffolve and bring it away, 


though that Method might poſſibly prove 

very tedious, as had happen'd in his own 

Caſe, and more ſo in that of ſome others. 
But his Lordſhip being reſolutely deter- 


min'd not to be ſearch'd, and telling his 


Phyficians, they might do any Thing elſe 
with him they thought fit, and he would 
"= whatever they directed, he ſoon after 

entred 
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entred upon the Uſe of the Lixivium, But 
before I go any farther, I-muſt here ſtop to 
anſwer three of your Queries. 

You aſk me, 1. How came Sir E. H. to 
agree, that Lord O. ſhould take the Lixi- 
vium, when he was ignorant of the Com- 
poſition of that Medicine ? 

2, How came Dr, Fur:n, hitherto eſteem- 
ed a fair Practitioner, to keep any Thing as 
an Arcanum, or Nyfrum, when, as you 
think, a Man of Honour, and one that de- 
ſires che Good of Mankind, ought to make 
any Thing he knows to be uſefu], as pubic 
as poſſible ? 

3. How can this Gentleman expect, that 
other Phyſicians ſhould behave, in Conſul- 
tation with him, with the ſame Complai- 
ſance as Sir E. H. in conſenting that their 
Patient ſhould take any Medicine, without 
their knowing what it is? 

Here I muſt acknowledge, that theſe 
Thoughts have given me as much Trouble 
as they have done you, and I have met with 
other Perſons who have thought in the ſame 
Manner ; and yet, I imagine, you will think 
the Reaſons I am going to give you, to be 
entirely ſatisfactory ; at leaſt they are ſo to 
me, and to ſome others, who have made the 
ſame Objections. 

Firſt then, tho' Sir E. H. did not know 
the exact Compoſition of the Lixivium, 
Jt he knew at leaſt what Dr. Furin openly 
5 declares 
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declares to any Body that aſks about it, that 
bis Lixivium is nothing more than a cleaner 
ſort of Soap-Lye, there being only this Dif- 
ference between what 1s to be had of the 
Soapbollers, and his, that his is much 
ſtronger; and always, as near as any Medi- 
cine can be, of the ſame Strength; and free 
from that extremely diſagreeable Smell and 
Taſte, that theirs is often attended with. 
This being the Caſe, I fee no Difficulty in 
Sir E.H.'s agreeing to my Lord's taking it; 
and I am well inform'd, that he openly de- 
clar'd to my Lord, that though he knew 
little of that Medicine himſelf, he could 
entirely relie upon what Dr. 7. had told him, 
of the good Effects it had had upon him, 
and many other Perſons. 
2. By this, you ſee, your next Query is 
already half anſwer'd. But till you will 
ſay, Why is this Lixivium in any degree 
made a Secret? If it be ſo uſeful as is pre- 
tended, why is it not put into the Pharma- 
copæia Londinenſis, for the Benefit of the 
Nation, and of the whole World? Why 
does not Dr. Jurin, who a while ago ſo 
frankly and candidly communicated to the 
World, the Medicine by which he had re- 
ceived ſo much Benefit himſelf, why does 
he not in this alſo imitate the Example of 
that Great Man, ſo deſervedly at the Head 
of our Profeſſion, who always profeſs'd, 
that he never made a Secret of any Thing, 
1 but

but was ready to tell every Body whatever 


he knew, agreeably to that generous Senti- 
ment,

The Example is undoubtedly a noble one, 
and worthy of all our Imitation ; as indeed 
it is, I think, imitated by all, at leaſt by all 
that do any Credit to the Profeſſion ; and 
yet, in this particular Caſe, I have heard 
Dr. Furin give ſuch Reaſons for his Pro- 
ceeding, as, I muſt confeſs, I cannot but 
acquieſce in. | 

He fays, firſt, that when he attempted 
to remove the Inconveniences above- men- 
tioned in the Soap-Lye, and to bring the 
Medicine into its preſent Form, he made 
uſe of his own Apothecary ; who, by his 
Direction, made a conſiderable Number of 
Trials, attended with a good deal of Trou- 
ble and ſome Expence, before he could ſettle 
it to Dr. F.'s Mind; and that to make him 
Amends, he told him, that he did not de- 
ſign to give the Receipt to any Body elſe, but 
to let him have the whole Vend. 

You will ſay, perhaps, as has been ſaid 
by others, and as I think myſelf, that this 
alone is not a ſufficient Reaſon for keeping 
up a No/trum, for that it were eaſy for Dr. 
F. to make his Apothecary Amends for his 
Expence and Trouble by a pecuniary Gra- 
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tification, inſtead of giving him the ſole Be- 
nefit of the Sale of the Medicine. 

I muſt therefore acquaint you farther, 
that this Gentleman declares, he had once 
Thoughts of putting it into the Diſpenſa- 
tory, but changed his Mind for the follow- 
ing Reaſons: 

1. As there was ſome Nicety in the Pre- 
paration, which could not well be hit off, 
but by one who made the Medicine often; 
he much queſtion'd, whether it would, or 
could, be made equally well, if every Apo- 
thecary were to prepare it for his own Pa- 
tients : And if not, why might they not as 
well ſend to one Shop for a Quantity of 
this Medicine, when wanted, as they do to 
the Hall for many others ? 

2. He could limit his own Apothecary to 
2 Price, as he has done, and to ſo low a 
one, that he believes the Profit is not above 
T wo-pence, in what is fold for Eighteen- 
pence; by which means the Medicine comes 
at very little Expence to poor People, great 
Numbers of which take it for the Stone or 
Gravel. 
But you aſk, in the Third Place, How 
can Dr. J. expect that other Phyſicians, in 
Conſultation with him, ſhould ever agree to 
give this Medicine to their Patients, without 
knowing preciſely what it is? 

Really, Sir, in this I ſee no manner of 
Difficulty, I have heard Dr. J. declare 

| publickly, 
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publickly, that his Lixivium conſiſts but 
of three Ingredients, Quick Lime, Pot- 
aſh, and fair Water. Well, but the Pro- 
portions, and the Method of preparing is 
not known, True, but do not you and I, 
and all Phyficians, frequently direct Soap, 
Alicant, ſuppoſe, or Caſtile Soap, which 
conſiſts of theſe three Ingredients and one 
more? Now, do any of us know the exact 
Proportion of the Ingredients, and the pre- 
ciſe Method of managing and compound- 
ing them? No, but we conſider the whole 
Compound as one thing, the Uſe of which 
18 attended with beneficial Effects in cer- 
tain Caſes, and in thoſe Caſes we direct it 
without any Scruple, whether ſingle, or 
join'd in Conſultation, Why not this Lixi- 
vium therefore in the ſame manner? 

But to come to another Query of your's, 
which the Order of Time requires me to 
anſwer in this Place, you aſk, after the 
anonymous Writer of the Advice to Mr. R. 
How could Sir E. H. and Dr. J. go on to 
ply bim with the Lixivium Lithontrip- 
ticum, when they found the bleeding not 
only. not to flop, but to increaſe, For he 
fook fix and thirty Ounces of it, from the 
fifteenth of December, to the fourth of Fe- 
bruary following. Bloody Urine, ſays that 
Author from Mr, R. renewed the Alarm 
ſeveral Times; and on the ninth of January 
particularly, he had a more than ordinary 
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Flux of Blood, attended with greater Pain 
than he had ever yet felt, at the End of the 
Penis, Upon which the ſame Writer pro- 
ceeds to make this Reflection: Hopes of 
Relief might encourage the trying a forcible 
dubious Medicine; but when Matters go 


from bad to worſe, to perſevere (to ſay the 


leaſt of it) ſavours of Obſtinacy. 

Here, Sir, I muſt acknowledge the Ob- 
ſervation of this Author to be very juſt : but 
T leave it to you, to determine whether, or 
no, it be juſtly applied to the Conduct of 
thoſe two Phyſicians. 

In order to this, we muſt firſt enquire, 
whether Matters appear'd to go from bad 
to worſe with Lord O. between the 15th of 
December and the 4th of February, the Pe- 
riod under Conſideration. For, if not, this 
Gentleman allows, that Hopes of Relief 
might encourage the trying the Lixivium. 

Mr. R. whom this Writer ſo often quotes, 
tells us, that long before this Period, v:z. 
upon the firſt Viſit L. O. made after the Par- 
oxyſm in May, he felt an unuſual Irritation 
fo make Water, and the Urine was ting'd 
with Blood, page 4; that after a few Days 
reſt, intaking a Turn again in his Chariot, the 
Symptoms were renew'd, page 5 ; that after 
his Arrival in Norfolè, upon going fix 
Miles in even Way, the bloody Urine re- 
turn'd and that with greater Violence, than 


it had hitherto done, together with the for- 
mer 
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mer frequent Irritation to make Vater; 
which, indeed, he was never LONG free 
from, during the whole Courſe of bis Illneſs, 
page 7. Where it is to be obſery'd, that the 
candid Writer of the Advice to Mr. R, m 
the room of this laſt Paſſage, ſubſtitutes in 
Quotation, and in Capitals too, page 9. 
Theſe two Symptoms CONSTANTLY 
attended him during the whole Courſe of his 
Tllneſs. 

Had this been true, how could it appear, 
that Matters went from bad to worſe, durin 
the Uſe of the Lixivium? If theſe Symp- 
toms were conſtant before, were they after- 
wards more than conſtant ? 

On the contrary, Serjeant Ranby tells us, 


page 8. A Relapſe was ftill conſequent to 


Motion, which Reſt as naturally ſeldom faiPd 
to remedy: I ſay, ſeldom fail d; becauſe 
be ſometimes voided Blood, notwithſtanding 
all the Reſt imaginable. 

Again, upon the Journey to London, the 
ſame Gentleman tells us, page g. The Di/- 
charges from the Bladder were often at- 
tended with ſo great an Effuſion of Blood, 
that they could not with any Fuſtice lay 
Claim to the Name of Urine; and the laſt 
Day, tho' he travell'd only twenty Miles, 
he had twenty ti mes upon the Road a Di, 
charge of almoſt pure Blood, page q. 

After he arrived in Town, being at Reſt 
a Day or two, the bleeding left him. After 

| this, 
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this, between the 23d of November, and 
the 15th of December, the time Dr. J firſt 
 wifited him, he had two Returns of bloody 
Urine, tho' he did not flir from home but 
twice, and that but a very little Way, in 
a Chair; page 11. 

You ſee, Sir, Things were bad enough, 
before the Lixivium was uſed ; let us next 
ſee whether they went from bad to worſe, 
during the Uſe of that Medicine, vis. be- 
tween the 15th of December, and the 4th 
of February, on which Day it was left off. 
Mr. R. tells us, page 13. Bloody Urine 
during this Period renewed the Alarm ſeve- 
ral Times, On the gth of January parti- 
cularly he had a more than ordinary Flux 
of Blood, attended with greater Pain than 
be had ever yet felt, at the end of the Penis. 
In the Evening be vaided as much gritty 
Matter, as would cover a Shilling, of the 
Colour of common Houſe Sand, and looking 
as if wrought together with Gum-Water. 
Tolerable Eaſe Succeeded this gravelly Di/- 
charge. 

Now, Sir, 1s there in all this any Reaſon 
for ſaying, that Matters went from bad to 
worſe. . The Flux of Blood was more than 
ordinary, ſays Mr. R. Be it ſo, more than 
what.my Lord ordinarily. had ; but was it 
almoſt pure Blood, was the Diſcharge ſuch, 
that it could not with any Juſtice lay Claim 
to the Name of Urine? So far from this, 

that 
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that 1 have been aſſur'd by Eye-witnefles, 


that the Urine was tinged indeed with 
Blood, but was very moderately tinged. 
But had the Diſcharge of Blood been 


greater, was it not ſucceeded in the Eyen- 


ing, by the voiding of a conſiderable Quan- 
tity of gritty Matter, of the Colour of com- 
mon Hoilſe- Sand, which is the Colour of 
Gravel or Stones that have been wrought 
upon either by Mrs. Stephens's Remedies, 
or this Lixivium? And was not this Diſ- 
charge a ſufficient Reaſon, both to his 
Lordſhip, for encouraging him to proceed, 
and to his Phyſicians, for adviſing, or per- 
mitting him to proceed in the Uſe of the 
Lixivium ? Eſpecially as one of them de- 
clar'd his Opinion to be, that the gritty 
Matter, or Gravel, that then came away; 
was from a ſoft Stone half diſſolved and 
cruſhed in the Paſſage; which Opinion 
ſeems to be favour'd by the Greatneſs of 
the Pain my Lord had ſuffer'd, and by the 
Deſcription Mr, R. gives of that gritty 
Matter, ſtill 40% y adhering one Particle 
to another, looking as if wrought together 
with Gum-W ater. : 

It ſeems as if the Writer of the Advice, 
did himſelf think in this manner. Elſe, 
why did he quote Mr. R. for the Pain and 
bloody Water, and entirely omit what pre- 
ſently follow'd, of the D:/charge of the 
gritty Matter? Was he not ſenſible, that

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12 he had put in the laſt, his Readers would 
fee, that Matters had not gone from bad to 
avorſe'? and conſequently, that there was 
no room to cenſure the Obſtinacy of the 
be e 

But this Attack of the gth of January, 
was not the only one; Mr. Ranby ſays, that 
the Alarm was renew'd ſeveral times. I 
could wiſh he' had been more particular 
about the other times. Poſſibly, he did not 
think it material ſo to do, this being the 
time, when the moſt Blood appear'd in the 
Urine, and the Pain was the greateſt. But, 
I am inclined to think, that, could he have 
foreſeen the Uſe this Advice-Writer would 
have made of thoſe Alarms, he would have 
done it; and as he has not, I (hail here do 
it for him. 

I have dae ipubie Authority to aſſure 
you, that beſides the Attack of the gth of Ja- 
nuary, there were two others, attended with 
almoſt inceſſant Micturition, and ſome little 
Appearance of Blood. One of theſe ceaſed 
upon voiding a ſmall Stone, which my Lord 
cruſh'd between his Fingers; and the other, 
upon diſcharging ſome Quantity of Gravel ; 
and he was eaſy after each of thoſe Dil 
charges, So that upon the Whole, here was 
nothing to diſcourage either his Lordſhip, 
or his Phyſicians, from purſuing the Ule of 
the Lixivium, but quite the contrary, that 
Medicine ſceming to have had, in ſome de- 


gie, 
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oree, the very Effect it was intended. to pro- 
duce, Tho' I will not take upon me to be 
poſitive, that this Effect was produced, by 
the Lixivium, ſince Dr. Hepburn informs 
us, that much the ſame had happen'd to his 
Lordſhip more than once in the Country, 
when he had taken no Lixivium. R. Nar- 
rative, p. 42, 43, 44, 47. 
We come now in order to Dr, Crowe, 
who being call'd in about a Week after the

| ut this Attack of the gth of January, 
was not the only one; Mr. Ranby ſays, that 
the Alarm was renew'd ſeveral times. I 
could wiſh he' had been more particular 
about the other times. Poſſibly, he did not 
think it material ſo to do, this being the 
time, when the moſt Blood appear'd in the 
Urine, and the Pain was the greateſt. But, 
IT am inclined to think, that, could he Rave 
foreſeen the Uſe this Advice-Writer would 
have made of thoſe Alarms, he would have 
done it; and as he has not, I ſhall here do 
it for him. 

I have adaueRtionable Authority to aſſure 
you, that beſides the Attack of the gth of Ja- 
nuary, there were two others, attended with 
almoſt inceſſant Micturition, and ſome little 
Appearance of Blood. One of thele ceaſe 
upon voiding a ſmall Stone, which my Lord 
cruſh'd between his Fingers; and the other, 

upon diſcharging ſome Quantity of Gravel; 

and. he was eaſy after each of thoſe Dil 
charges, So that upon the Whole, here was 
nothing to diſcourage either his Lordſhip, 

or his Phyſicians, from purſuing the Ule of 
the Lixivium, but quite the contrary, that 
Medicine ſeeming to have had, in ſome de- 
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gree, the very Effect it was intended to pro- 
duce, Tho” I will not take upon me to be 
politive, that this Effect was produced, by 
the Lixivium, ſince Dr. Hepburn informs 
us, that much the ſame had happen'd to his 
Lordſhip more than once in the Country, 
when he had taken no Lixivium. R. Nar- 
rative, p. 42, 43, 44, 47. 

We come now in order to Dr. Crowe, 
who being call'd in about a Week after the 
Diſcharge of Blood and Stones on the 4th of 
Fabre. did, indeed, give it as his Opi- 
nion, that the Blood and Stones had come 
from the Kidneys; but did not give it as 
bis Sentiment, that AL L Diſcharges of 
Blood flowed not from the Bladder, but en- 
tirely from the Kidneys. He himſelf denies 
it, the two other Phyſicians did not under- 
ſtand him thus, tho' Mr. R. did; nor is it 
credible, that a Man of Dr. C.'s known Pru- 
dence and Caution, could ever expreſs him- 
ſelf in ſo looſe and unguarded a Manner, 

But how comes it, you aſk, that theſe 
three Gentlemen did not ſettle this Point 
among themſelves; ſince, being all in Friend- 
ſhip one with another, if they had debated 
it in a free Conſultation, it is likely, that, 
one being convinc'd by another's Reaſons, 
they would in the end have all agreed in one 
Opinion? 

I am of your Sentiment, that this would 
undoubtedly have been the Caſe, had rhey 
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thought it neceſſary to debate this Matter 
fully; but as Things then ſtood, they were 
more attentive to the Means of afliſting their 
noble Patient, in which they always agreed, 
than to diſpute about what had happen'd 
before; ſince, let it have been one way or 
the other, the Method they were now to 
purſue, muſt have been exactly the ſame. 

I proceed now to give you my Thoughts 
upon the Animadverſion made by the Au- 
thor of the Advice to Mr. R. upon the three 
Phyſicians, and upon his Quotation from 
Aretæus; about which, I am glad to ſee, 
that your Sentiment is the ſame with mine. 

| All three, however, ſays that Author, 
Page 10. were ſ% far miſtaren, that they 
entertain'd ſome Hopes of his Recovery; /0 
far were they from apprehending his Diſſ- 
lution to be ſo near at hand. 

In order to clear up this Point, it will be 
neceſſary to take notice, that on the 4th of 
February my Lord voided in all 32 Stones, 
or Pieces of Stones, and perhaps conlider- 

1 | ably more, which might be concealed in 
[ the Clots of Blood thrown away, before 
the Coagulum mentioned in Mr, R.'s Nar- 
rative, Page 17. was, at the Deſire of one 
of the Phyſicians, die' d in a large Baſon 
of Water ; when about 15 Pieces preſented 
themſelves: That their coming away was 
attended with a large Effuſion of Blood, 
amounting, by Eſtimation, to at leaſt 20 

Ounces: 
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Ounces: That, beſides what came away 
that Day, his Lordſhip (as appear'd after- 
wards by the Quantity of grumous Blood, 
that continued for a Month together, Nar- 
rat. pag. 35. to come away with the 
Urine) had bled inwardly at leaſt as much 
more, the Clots being too large to paſs the 
Urethra at that time. | 

Here then was a Loſs of at leaſt 40 
Ounces of Blood in the Compaſs of a few 
Hours; and this, in a Man who never bore 
bleeding well, being always faint and low, 
after taking away any conſiderable Quan- 
tity, and who was now near 70 Years of 
Age, might very well occaſion the Symp- 
toms Serjeant Ranby mentions, P. 19, 20. 
as the Coldneſs and Clammineſs of his Hands, 
the ſinking of the Pulſe, and the leaping of 
the Tendons, &c, 

And that this was the Caſe I make no 
Doubt, being well inform'd, that thoſe 
Symptoms began to appear, before any Opi- 
ates were taken, and encreas'd greatly upon 
his Lordſhip, before they amounted to any 
conſiderable Quantity, as being very gradu- 
ally and ſparingly given, which may appear 
by the 12 Drops of liquid Laudanum 1n 
the Glaſs of Wine and Water, and by the 
Smallneſs of the Quantity directed in the 
Styptic Draughts, Narrat. p. 19, 20, Would 
the Author of the Advice (for I perceive 
him to be a Phyſician, and a Man of Learn- 


ing, 
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ing, I hope not of the College, elſe he great- 
ly aer! the Statuta Moralia) had he been 
preſent at that Emergency, have given Opi- 
ates" in leſſer Quantities, upon ſo great a 
Flux of Blood, which till continued, and 
after ſo much Pain, and two Stools? 

Vet he will have it, that the. above · men- 
tion'd Symptoms aroſe from the Opiates, 
and Mr. Ranby, for ſeeming not to think 
ſo, is told, Du are not acquainted with the 
F Fects of Opium, further than its fleeping 
Quality, It may be not, but how does that 
appear? Yu muſt know then, ſays he, that 
the above-mention'd Symptoms are ſuch as 
naturally follow upon taking too large Quan- 
tities of Opiates. Might not Mr. Ranby, 
in his Turn, inform this Writer, that the 
ſame Symptoms do as naturally follow up- 
on loſing too large Quantities of Blood ? 
And that they were more likely to ariſe from 
this Cauſe, than from the Opiates, for the 
Reaſons juſt now given ? I am perſuaded, 
you, or I, or this Writer himſelf, had he 
been preſent, would have thought ſo. But 
to proceed. 

That Night the two Phylicians thou 1 
my Lord Orford in very great Danger; 
next Day they thought the Danger leſs; a0 
from that Time they thought it till leſs; 
eſpecially after the firſt Week was over, by 
en Time the een was wholly ſtopt.

Then Dr. C. was conſulted, and all three 
attended for near a F ortnight, when Dr. C. 
and Dr. J. having for two or three Days 
before, repreſented both to his Lordſhip 
and to the Family, that, he being now ſo 
much better, there was no longer any Occa- 
fion for more than one Phyſician, with 
ſome Difficulty obtained their Diſmiſſion 
on the 23d of February ; and this was the 
laſt time that the three Phyſicians met in 
Conſultation, and one of them never ſaw_ 
Lord Orford more; he was ſent for indeed 
to be preſent at opening the Body ; but hav- 
ing received the Notice too late, he did not 
get to the Houſe, till it was over and the 
other Phyſicians gone. 

Let us conſider therefore, whether the 
three Phyſicians, the laſt time. they met, 
might not reaſonably entertain ſome Hopes 
of his Recovery, Lord O. had then voided 
no freſh Blood for 13 Days, Narrat. p. 26; 
and the grumous Blood, which had lodged 
ſo long in his Bladder, was continuall 
coming away in ſmall Parcels with the 
Urine, pag. 30, 31, 35; the Urine, tho' 
for the moſt part voided involuntarily, ra- 
ther exceeded in Quantity all he drank, 
pag. 33. He had got up for ſome Days, 
had {4 Food, and his Strength was ap- 
parently increaſed, and his Senſes and Me- 
mory were entirely perfect, pag. 32; nor 
was he then ſo near bis Difſcluticn, but that 
he 
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he lived above three Weeks after that time; 
nor did he die at laſt, till after he was ſeiz/d 
with a colliquative D:arrhea, pag. 37; 
which beld him a Week, or eight Days; 
during which he had ſometimes 10 or 12 
Stools in the four and twenty Hours. 

But, we: are told, there could not have 
been plainer Proofs of the Diſtemper being 
in the: Bladder, and of. its ending fatally. 
And to confirm this Afertion, inſtead of 
drawing out of Author: antient and mo- 
dern, Quotations to fill a Volume, a Para- 
graph i is produced ot of Aretzus, fo diſprove 
what Dr. Crowe has confidently aſſerted. 
And here I muſt frankly own, that if 
any Man's Opinion could carry ſufficient 
Weight againſt that of a Gentleman of Dr. 
Crowe's /ong Experience and known Judg- 
ment, it would be that of Aretæus, whoſe 
Word has been depended upon for Ages paſt, 
and will, in moſt things, wot be doubted 
by the future. | 

But what does Areteus tell us in this 
Paſſage? Aioppayte xort 1 xv5is, The Blad- 
der ſometimes bleeds. Did ever any Phyſi- 
cian doubt of this? Yes, Dr. Crowe was of 
the Sentiment, that all Diſcharges of the 
Blood flow'd, not from the Bladder, but 
entirely from the Kidneys. 

I could wiſh Mr. R. inſtead of taking up 
with looſe talk, perhaps imperfectly heard, 
or ill underſtood, had taken a little more 

. Care 
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Care to know Dr. Crowe's real Sentiment, 
before he printed, it being certain, that he 
never expreſs'd himſelf in this manner: 
And I could alſo with, that a Writer, who 
upon all other Occaſions ſhews ſo little Re- 
gard for Mr. R. had not ſo lightly truſted 
to him in this Particular. 

But farther, is it a Proof, that the Blood 
in L. O.'s Caſe, came originally from the 
Bladder, to ſay, that the Bladder fometimes 
bleeds? Does not the Kidney alſo me- 
times bleed? Does not Areteus tell us fo? 
How then can we know from this Paſſage, 
whether the Blood came from the Kidney, 
or from the Bladder ? 

But, admitting the Blood to have come 
originally from the Bladder, does this Paſ- 
ſage prove, that the Caſe muſt end fatally ? 
Aretæus ſays, obe ri d ri [ T0908] Hynes 
Tt, x&y un pidey 1 Geri eg. This is no mor- 
tal Symptom, tho' it is not eaſy to ſtop the 
bleeding. 
But it muſt be own'd, Aretæus goes on 
and ſays, Ax d nios Joepucoot, % th Oe 
Aegi d xi But in caſe of coagulated 
Blood, or an Inflammation, the Danger 1s 
very great. For the Conſequences of this 
laſt, Ts u rid xaxe, the Principal of 
which are here enumerated, may eaſily kill. 

Now as Lord O. at the Time the 
three Phyſicians were laſt with him, had 
neither Fever, nor any other Signs of an 
E Inflam- 


1 
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Inflammation in his Bladder, I ſuppoſe we 
may ſafely lay aſide all Thoughts about an 
Inflammation, as out of the Queſtion, eſpe- 
cially as the Time Aretæus fixes for its 
proving mortal, viz. ten Days, a little leſs 
or more, was now doubled, 

Let us conſider therefore, wherein Are- 
teus places the Danger from the Och, 
the Clots of coagulated Blood; and for 
this, the Paſſage cited will give us no Aſſiſt- 
ance, but we muſt turn back to what he has 
faid in the preceding Part of the Chapter. 

This Danger he makes to conſiſt entirely 
in the Suppreſſion of the Urine, and from 
that he deduces all the fatal Symptoms he 
afterwards enumerates, as is plain from theſe 
two Paſſages of the ſame. Chapter.

To the ſame Purpoſe he ſpeaks in his 
ſecond Book of Chronical Diſeaſes, Chapter 
the 4th, alſo in his ſecond Book of the Cure 
of Acute Diſeaſes, Chapter the gth; in 
which laſt it is remarkable, that, for diſ- 
ſolving the Coagulum, which occaſions 
the Suppreſſion of Urine, he recommends 
Quick-lime, the principal Ingredient of 
the Lixivinm, 
ag Now

Now it Aretæus makes the Danger from 
the coagulated Blood, to conſiſt in the Sup- 
preſſion of Urine, and in that only, to what 
Purpoſe is Aretæus quoted, in a Caſe where 
there was no Suppreſſion? 
But had there been a Suppreſſion, did 
not Aretæus entertain ſome Hopes of a Re- 
covery in that Caſe ? If not, to what Pur- 
poſe did he recommend ſo many Reme- 


dies for it? And if he did, why might not 


the Phyſicians, who attended Lord Orford, 


likewiſe entertain ſome Hopes of his Re- 
covery? 

But we are told, Mankind are liable to 
Error, by the very Condition of Humanity, 
and Perſons of Candour and Ingenuity, make 
proper Allowances. Obſerve therefore, with 
what Candour and Ingenuity this Gentle- 
man treats his Brother-Phyſicians. I paſs 
over in Silence, ſays he, the M ANY Re- 
fleFions that might be made upon the Pro- 
ceedings of the Phyſicians, as it is far from 
my Intention to aggravate the ERRORS 
of any in the Profeſſion.

For does it ſavour at all of Candour, or of 


that Humanity, which one of thoſe Phy- 
ſicians is ſaid to be without, thus to drop 


an Inſinuation of Errors, which he does 


not ſpecifie, and of many Reflections which 
E 2 he 
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[| be does not make? If a Perſon, who is ſo 
good at giving Advice to others, is capable 
of taking it himſelf, I' would adviſe him 
to make no Reflections, many, or few, 
upon the Proceedings of other Phyſicians, 
unleſs he is better inform'd of their Pro- 
ceedings, and the Reaſons for them, than 
he can always be from a Surgeon, or Apo- 
thecary, who happens to be preſent at their 
Conſultations, or than he can poſſibly be 
from Mr. R.'s Narrative in the Caſe of 
Lord Orford, I am going to give him a 

ſignal Inſtance of the contrary. | 
Mr. K. tells us, page 33, what put them 
en preſſing ſo much this Operation, (the 
Catheter) was to draw from the Bladder 
the grumous Blood, and thereby reſtore that 

Veſſel to its former Tone. 
Now here, Sir, was abundant Room for 
Reflexion; here was indeed an Error, and 
one that needed no Azgravation. Three 
grave and learned Doctors fitting in deep 
Conſultation, take it into their wiſe Heads, 
that Clots of coagulated Blood may be 
drawn off thro' the Catheter. The Surgeon, 
as wiſe as they, or too modeſt to ſay it was 
impoſſible, attempts to do it, puts his no- 
ble Patient to a great deal of Pain; and 
failing the firſt Time, tries it a ſecond, with 
the ſame Succeſs, Not content with this, 
he calls in Mr. Cheſelden to his Aſſiſtance. 
To aſſiſt him in what? Why, to draw > 
c 
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the coagulated Blood thro? the Catheter. Aſk 
Mr. Cheſelden, whether Serjeant R. and the 
three Phyſicians did not all tell him, that 
was what he was ſent for to do, to draw off 
theſe ſame Clots of coagulated Blood thro* 
the Catheter, Here I ſhould have thought, 
ſo frank a Speaker as Mr. Cheſelden would 
have told them, they might as. well expect 
him to draw a Peaſe-Pudding thro' the Ca- 
theter. Nihil horum. To work he goes, 
not without Pain to his Patient, and fuc- 
ceeded, as it happen d, no better than Mr. R. 
The Inſtrument, indeed, penetrated farther 
than before ; but as no grumous Blood was 
drawn off, 1 think it was much the ſame 
Thing, whether Mr. Cheſelden got an Inch 
farther than Mr. R. or no, though the Au- 
thor of the Advice bears ſo hard upon Mr. 
R. for ſaying their Succeſs was the ſame. 

Now, Sir, in this Particular who does not 
ſee, that the Whole is owing to a little Piece 


of Inadvertence in Mr. R. who ſhould have 


ſaid, the Phyſicians propoſed to draw off 
the Urine ? 

I might, were it worth the while, take 
notice of ſeveral ſuch Inaccuracies, or Miſ- 
apprehenſions, in Mr. R.'s Narrative; as 
page 15. Sunday Evening, inſtead of Sunday 
Morning ; for my Lord made bloody Wa- 
ter ſeveral times that Morning, before his 

Phyſicians viſited him; p. 23. theimagin'd 
Obſtruction was remov d; P. 31. W 
| 0 
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of Pains: about his Bladder, which they 
thought, or Mi. R. thought they thought, 
proceeded from the DECREASE of the 
coagulated Blood in it; and in the ſame 
Page they preſcrib'd the Extract of the Bark 
twice a Day, in order to reſtore the Bladder 
to 11s proper Tone. 

Upon this laſt, the Author of the Aduice 

takes Occaſion to alk, Pray what Effe# 
could ſo ſmall a Puantity as a Drachm or 
two produce? 
The Quantity, undoubtedly, is but ſmall, 
but a great deal of the ſame Medicine had 
been taken before; the Patient had been 
| fick with it, and brought it up. Might it 
| nor. therefore be right, to give it in ſuch a 
| Dole as the Stomach could bear, if it could 
not bear a larger? 

But the Advice-Writer queſtions, whe- 
ther it were at all in the Power of the Bark 
to reſtore the Tone of the Bladder. For 
the Property of expelling Stones has not, that 
he knows, yet been attributed to the Bark ; 
and unleſs they, as the firſt Cauſe and Occa- 
ion of the bloody Urine, &c. had all come 
away, the Bladder could not have been re- 
Aored to its proper Tone, by any Medicine 
whatſoever, But, it ſeems, the Stones were 

| all come away, except thoſe ſmall ones, 
| which after Death were found lodged in the 
| Membrane at the Neck of the Bladder, about 


the Size of Half à Grain of Wheat, ſays the 
Certificate 


* * e . hes. Ws — —_ 
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Certificate, but which as Dr, Crowe, and Sir 
E. H. likewiſe, upon Recollection, affirms, did 
not exceed the Size of a ſmall Pin's Head, de- 
ſerve the Name of Stones, Theſe, for ought 
we know, might not be the Relicks of thoſe 
Stones, that had occaſioned all the Miſchief, 
but might have been generated during the ſix 
Weeks that his Lordſhip lived, after he had 
forborn the Lixivium. But whether this 
were ſo or not, as they caus'd no Diſcharge 
of freſh Blood, they could give no Obſtacle 
to the reſtoring the Tone of the Bladder. 

I ſhall take notice but of one Thing more 
in this Advice-Writer, and then have done 
with him. 

He thinks, that if a Stone had paſs'd from 
the Kidney to the Bladder in May, one of 
the Ureters, when examin'd ten Months af- 
ter, muſt have been extended beyond its na- 
tural Dimenſion. 

I ſee no Neceſſity of this, even ſuppoſing 
that Stone not to have grown larger, during 
the Time it lay in the Bladder, which was 
nine Months : for the Ureter, though over- 
ſtretch'd by the Paſſage of the Stone, might 
have recover'd its Tone | in all that Time, as 
well as it had recover'd its Tone, after the 
. Nephritic Fits my Lord had had ſome Yeats 
before. 

But admitting, as ſeems highly reaſonable, 
that the Stone was much leſs when it pats'd 
the Ureter in May, than when it was ex- 


tracted 
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tracted from the Urethra in the Februa 
following, I ſee much leſs Reaſon to think, 
that the Ureter muſt have been fo extraor- 
dinarily diſtended by its Paſſage, as not to 
recover its Tone in ſo long a Space of Time. 
I come now to your laſt, and, perhaps, 


your moſt important Query, What was it 


that the Earl of Orford died of ? 

And here, I muſt confeſs, I am greatly at 
a Loſs for a clear and ſatisfactory Anſwer, 

Shall we ſay, he died of the Stone in the 
Bladder ? But his Bladder wasclear'd of the 
Stones that had lain in it, and it continu'd 
clear, except thoſe very ſmall Bits above- 
mentioned, for fix Weeks before his Death, 

Was his Death owing to the Lixivium, 
of which he took {ix and thirty Ounces in 
ſeven Weeks? But the Phyſician who di- 
rected it, had himſelf taken twice that Quan- 
tity in the ſame Space of Time ; he conti- 
nues the Uſe of it to this Day, having in all 
taken more Pints of it than my Lord did 
Ounces, and yet is alive and well : And 
my Lord himſelf, except the Complaints 


from the Stone, was in perfe& Health from 


the Day he firſt began it, to the 4th of Fe- 
bruary, the Day he left it off. . 


Was it from the great Loſs of Blood, oc- 


caſion'd by his being ſo much torn and 
wounded by the Stones in coming away ? 


It muſt be own'd, that he was greatly en- 
danger'd by that Loſs of Blood, and there 


was great Reaſon to apprehend his Death 
3 from 
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-from it the firſt Night. But he had gradu- 
ally recover'd after that Loſs; and three 
Weeks after, when two of his Phyſicians 
took their Leaves, the Symptoms ariſing 
from that Loſs, were in great Meaſure re- 
moved, except that his Bladder, having un- 
dergone ſo long a Diſtenſion from the coa- 
gulated Blood, had not been able to con- 
tract itſelf to its uſual Dimenſions. 

Was then the coagulated Blood, by lying 
ſolong in his Bladder, the Cauſe of his Death ? 
But that Coagulum had been coming away 
in ſmall Quantities for ſix Weeks together; 
ſo that when he died, there were found in 
his Bladder only three large Clots of it, a- 
mounting, JI am told by an Eye-witneſs, to 
about a Spoonful, | 

But though the Stones had been voided, 
and the coagulated Blood was almoſt all 
come away, there being found in the Blad- 
der leſs than an Ounce, of twenty, or per- 
haps thirty Ounces, that lay there at firſt, 
yet was not the Diſtenſion of the Bladder, 
occaſion'd at firſt by that Coagulum, and 
never quite taken off afterwards, one main 
Cauſe of his Death ? I freely own, I think 
it was, For, if this could have been re- 
mov'd, I imagine, the cholicky Pains his 
Lordſhip complain'd of, Narr. p. 32, and 
thoſe about bis Bladder, p. 31. would have 
ceaſed, and the Urine coming to its free 
and natural Courſe, would have carried 
away thoſe ſmall Bits of Stane, or Gravel

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rather, which lodged about the Neck of the 
Bladder, and thereby occaſion'd the Inflam- 
mation mention'd in the Certificate, And 
therefore, I cannot but think, the Phyſi- 
cians were extremely in the right, to preſs 
the drawing off the Urine by the Cathe- 
ter, without which it was hardly poſ- 
| ible for the Bladder to recover | its proper 
Tone, I muſt acknowledge at the ſame 
3 time, that it was very difficult for the Sur- 
1 geons, with all their Dexterity, to execute 
what was directed, there being an Oůſtruc- 
tion in the Part, attended with great Sore- 
neſs, and as Mr. R. juſtly obſerves, there 
being too much Reaſon to fear the doing à 
farther Injury to Parts already too much

and Detract ion are buried with him, will la- 
ment his Loſs, and do Juſtice to his Me- 
mory.
